teachers. They now have the problem of state mandates, 
increased health insurance costs, increased enrollment, 
essential equipment that is fast-becoming archaic, and 
increased utility and transportation costs. The final 
budget figures for salaries which represents a one percent 
increase will not be in for another month because of 
ongoing negotiations. The increases would amount to 
approximately $11,000 for Mattapoisett's share. 

Selectman Lombard, while reiterating the request 
for all budgets to be level-funded, remarked that if the 
other towns approve the overall budget as presented, 
Mattapoisett would be mandated to fund their share. 

The next presentation from the Mattapoisett 
School Department was presented by Superintendent Dr. 
William R. Cooper, School Committee Chairman Andrew 
F. Lynch, and Associate Superintendent for Finance and 
Planning Timothy J. O'Connor. The budget figures as 
presented do not restore cuts from a few years ago. The 
representatives sought to have the Selectmen approve the 
petition article for the warrant for the Town Meeting to 
vote an override for the $29,000 necessary to open Center 
School. 

Selectman Lombard has maintained his position 
that he ran for office with the promise that he would not 
support overrides. Selectman Denham is also once again 
on record that all departments were asked to level-fund. 
The feeling was not unanimous since Selectman Andrews 
was in favor of the petition. After much discussion and 
questions from concerned residents, it was agreed that the 
petition will be discussed at the Annual Town Meeting 
with a vote on the override and the increase in the operat- 
ing budget will be a line item vote. If the override does 
not pass either at Town Meeting or the Special Election 
which must follow, the School Department felt that there 
will have to be many cuts made to fund its budget, and/ 
or Center School will not open in 2004.

Anderson received both an annual three percent step 
increase and cost of living hike, but Mr. Stewart only 
received the three percent cost of living increase. She 
asked the board to correct this discrepancy. 

The board unanimously voted to keep with past 
practice under the Personnel By-Laws and bring Mr. 
Stewart in line with other Communications Department 
employees. 

Ms. Eldridge also asked about establishing two 
"permanent'' full-time and three "permanent'' part-time 
positions as the structure for the Rochester Communica- 
tions Department. 'T'd like to see two full-time permanent 
positions, and three permanent part-time positions," Ms. 
Eldridge said. "That would allow everyone to have 
experience on the desk." 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
approve this structure as suggested. 

Mr. Huntoon also noted that after advertising the 
position of Permanent Chief Dispatcher in the wake of 
former Chief Dispatcher Kathy O'Brien's resignation, they 
only received one application from current Acting Chief 
Dispatcher Tracy Eldridge for the position. 

After conferring with members of the Police 
Department, Selectman Laboa said it seemed to be a 
consensus among them that they would support Ms. 
Eldridge's appointment as the permanent Chief Dis- 
patcher for the Communications Department. Fellow 
board members agreed and with that, the board unani- 
mously voted to appoint Ms. Eldridge as the permanent 
Chief Dispatcher for the Town of Rochester, effective 
immediately.

inquiries made'' regarding this action which was taken 
"solely on the basis of a complain by a party or parties, 
unknown to me,'' he wrote. 

"We went around with this with (Town Counsel) 
... once you've taken 1,000 yards out of there, you have to 
come back to the (Soil Board) for a permit," Mr. Belrose 
said. "He felt he could take 1,000 yards out of there per 
year. That's where we came up with this cease and desist 
order." 

There seemed to be a great deal of confusion over 
the wording of the town's by-law in this regard, however. 
Even after reading the current law in-force, the Selectmen 
admitted it was unclear as to whether the 1,000-yard limit 
was confined to any time period or not. 

"The way the by-law reads, it says regardless of 
the passage of time," Selectman Laboa said. "It says you 
can't take out 1,000 yards ... (but) it doesn't give you any 
incremental period." 

"With all due respect ... we've looked at three 
different copies of the by-law and then there is the issue of 
interpretation," Mr. Dalbec said. "I have a copy which I

obtained from this board, and I don't think it's the most 
recent copy. Fm not sure we're working from the most 
current (by-law)/' 

Selectman Laboa also took issue with the Soil 
Board issuing a cease and desist order without attempting 
to contact Mr. Dalbec first. "Is it typical to write a cease 
and desist letter without contacting the (alleged offender) 
first?" Selectman Laboa asked. Mr. Belrose said it wasn't 
uncommon. 

"If they're responding to a complaint, they need a 
way to get in touch with the property owner," Chairman 
Parker said. 

"To knee-jerk react to a single complaint without 
investigating further is capricious and arbitrary, and I 
think it would stand up as such in any court," Mr. Dalbec 
said. "I've taken somewhere between 400 and 500 yards ... 
if I had been close to the 1,000 yards or thought I was 
coming close, I would have sought a permit. At this point, 
my only avenue of appeal is (the Board of Selectmen). I've 
had (legal) counsel look at the letter ... and look at the 
law." 

"He came to us originally wanting to take 10,000 
yards out," Mr. Belrose said. "There's really no way for us 
to police this without an agent." 

"Given the uncertainties of the by-law ... I would 
ask for no less than a formal (recision) from the Board of 
Selectmen," Mr. Dalbec said. "This is a smear and whether 
it was done with the best of intentions, it was nevertheless

a smear (and) ... it was undeserved. I would respectfully 
request a recision or an overruling of the (cease and desist 
order).'' 

"My personal opinion is there's enough ambigu- 
ity in the by-law ... (that) my suggestion would be to ask 
the Soil Board to rescind their cease and desist order or 
vote to overrule the Soil Board's decision," Selectman 
Laboa said. 

Mr. Belrose said they would take up the matter at 
their next Soil Board meeting and agree to rescind the 
cease and desist order without prejudice.

The Girl Next Door, Starring Emile Hirsch and 
Elisha Cuthbert. Directed by Luke Greenberg. 
Running time: 102 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

I knew within the first half hour of The Girl Next Door just how 
fake it was going to be. Matthew (Emile Hirsch), a conscientious 
high-school senior angling for a scholarship to Georgetown, falls in 
love with Danielle (Elisha Cuthbert), a comely young woman 
who's housesitting next door. One of Matthew's A-V geek friends 
(Chris Marquette, who resembles a very young John Cusack and 
steals all his scenes) shows Matthew an interesting video: Danielle, 
his dream girl, in a porno tape. Danielle disrobes in the porno, her 
back turned chastely to the camera, and I had to stifle a laugh. If 
you're going to make a movie about a porn star, you don't get an 
actress who stipulates no nudity. 

The Girl Next Door is a shameless copy of Risky Business, that 
Reagan-era male fantasy that scored some satirical points on the 
ethics (or lack thereof) of the day. Such a film today, in a time when 
Donald Trump has a hit show on which he fires people, would be 
extra relevant. But The Girl Next Door has no particular relevance to 
anything. Instead of Tom Cruise's wannabe-shark, we have sweet 
little Matthew, who's so virtuous he wants to be a politician, and the 
movie doesn't even have the wit to make fun of this junior glad- 
hander with a porn star on his arm. Danielle wants to get out of the 
porn business, and all she needs is a Nice Boy to love her for who 
she Really Is. 

But who is she? This movie written and directed by guys 
hasn't the faintest idea or curiosity about what's in Danielle's 
blonde head. Elisha Cuthbert, who resembles five or six different 
women depending on the angle (Naomi Watts here, a suggestion 
of Kelly McGillis there), may or may not be a capable actress (I've 
seen her briefly in Old School and haven't caught her on 24), but she 
hardly has the material here to prove herself as anything other than 
eye candy. As conceived, Danielle is a gleaming fantasy chick — 
she barely even gets her hair wet when she jumps in a pool. Who 




was Danielle before porno? Why did she get into it? What would 
she like to do once she leaves the business? You will find the 
answers to none of these; the only character whose future rates 
concern is Matthew. 

For a while, when Matthew and his geek friends swim among 
the porn-world barracudas at an adult-movie get-together. The 
Girl Next Door seems primed to comment on the universe of which 
Danielle was once a part. It's just an excuse for scantily-clad 
women prancing about (as is an earlier visit to a strip club), though 
Timothy Olyphant and James Remar turn up as rival porn produc- 
ers. Olyphant, coif fed and stubbled to look like Johnny Knoxville, 
exudes a seedy frat-boy menace, while Remar, as a swankier 
producer with a parrot who sits guard over his phallic porn- 
industry award, has aged with class and brings some adult suavity 
to this adolescent comedy. 

It's saying something when a movie's only brushes with 
reality come in the form of worst-case-scenario daydreams (of 
which there's probably one too many). The Girl Next Door clearly 
disapproves of the porn world, but at the same time it uses porn 
stars as a deus ex machina to get Matthew some quick cash, and it 
uses Elisha Cuthbert as a come-on in the, well, porny ad campaign. 
(The way she's posed on the poster, with her glazed open-mouthed 
expression, is redolent of the box covers of higher-rent porn tapes.) 
Towards the end, I was thinking the movie might've been more 
interesting if it had been a porn film. At least it would've been made 
by people with some insight into the adult-film milieu, as opposed 
to people with insight into nothing.

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Public Interest

As a reporter assigned — or cursed, depending 
on your point of view — to cover weekly Board of 
Selectmen's meetings in the tri-town area, I find it 
fascinating how public attendance at these meetings 
often ebbs and flows depending on the political sea- 
son. You'll typically see a sea of familiar faces at any 
given meeting of the Mattapoisett, Marion or Roch- 
ester Boards of Selectmen — those citizens and tax- 
payers who don't necessarily have a specific issue to 
draw them away from watching quality network or 
cable programming on Monday and Tuesday eve- 
nings, but who make it a point to exercise their op- 
tion to attend these open meetings anyway 

But as the Annual Town Elections approach, 
you'll begin to notice a few of those quasi-familiar 
figures return to the fold. The usual suspects vying 
for political office will start making their presence 
known at these meetings either by sitting silently 
among the peanut gallery or loudly voicing their 
opinions to the point of near-grandstanding in a trans- 
parent attempt at garnering much-needed voter sup- 
port. 

I'm really of two minds when it comes to this is- 
sue. I suppose it's one of those "damned if you do, 
damned if you don't" aspects of politics which haunt 
all candidates for office. 

To be sure, I've overheard citizens bemoan the 
fact that a certain candidate only seems to show up 
for Selectmen's meetings during campaign season in 
a none-too-subtle attempt at getting votes ... or even 
nabbing some free publicity in the form of a choice 
quote courtesy of one of the local newspaper outlets. 
One such verbose and opinionated candidate in Roch- 
ester has even been known to continue his rants to 
this reporter after the meeting has adjourned. Al- 
though I enjoy a healthy debate as much as the next 
journalist, haggling over issues after a long 12-hour 
day is not my primary objective. 

There are also those mysterious, faceless names 
which crop up at election time which make you won- 
der how committed they are if they can't find the time 
to attend weekly meetings, even if only for a few ses- 
sions right before voting day. I've similarly heard resi- 
dents murmur about "so-and-so" not having the time 



to attend meetings and calling into question their level 
of commitment. When you stop and think about it, 
shouldn't a potential Selectman at least brush up on 
some of the issues he/ she may be facing if elected? 
By the same token, would you blindly apply for a job 
without at least learning a little bit about the position 
and/ or company? 

Am I suggesting that only those who attend 
weekly Selectmen's meetings should be eligible to run 
for a prospective seat on the board? No. But I do think 
some points should be given for those who at least 
make the attempt. 

Mattapoisett's situation is unique from her sister 
towns in that the weekly meetings are broadcast live 
via the town's public access cable channel. Although 
there are a handful of "regulars" who show up for 
meetings in person, one could argue that many oth- 
ers (possibly even those running for office) are view- 
ing at home or even recording them for later view- 
ing. 

Rochester often draws a small group of faithful 
followers to their weekly meetings, but it is rare to 
see would-be Selectmen attend the sessions outside 
of campaign season ... and even rarer to see them re- 
turn after having served in office. 

Of the three towns, Marion seems to garner the 
most consistent level of public participation at their 
weekly meetings, regardless of the issues, and I think 
it is commendable that two of the three candidates 
currently seeking to fill outgoing Selectman Benjamin 
Bryant's seat on this year's ballot have been regular 
fixtures at meetings — even before throwing their hats 
into the ring. 

I don't mean this to be an endorsement of or a 
criticism against one candidate or another, rather 
think of it as food for thought when judging a poten- 
tial elected official. Since many politicians are fond 
of comparing the running of a town to the corporate 
world, I have to ask myself: would I choose the employee 
who puts in the extra effort by learning about the com- 
pany and showing up for meetings when not required to, 
or the employee who only attends when asked and does the 
bare minimum to get by? 

I'll leave that to the Tri-Town Trustees to decide.
